Follows Hoffman Testimony 


The exchange came as a follow- 
up to Hoffman's testimony yester- 
day that he believes the foreign aid 
program cannot be carried on suc- 
cessfully on less than $4,000,000,000 
for the fiscal year starting July 1. 
The House, however, voted only $3. 
568,470,000 with authority to spend 
that amount ln 10i months if neces- 
sary. 


Hoffman told the Senate group 
yesterday that if it makes a deeper 
cut than the House did it would 
"wreck" the recovery program and 
that he "wouldn't want the respon- 
sibility" for carrying on the job in 
such circumstances.
